presorvation, and it has hitherto aucsess- 
fully resisted tho ravages ‘of time and the 
fury of the clements, But during the ro- 
cent heavy rains the temple disappeared in 
some unaccountable manner, grass is grow- 
ing on ita former site, and bo vestige that- 
ever remains to tell the wayfaror, or 
worshipper where the ancient sunotuwry 
siaud. Oa digging the ground no trace 
was discovered even of the fuundatiuns,— 
Shanghai-Mercury transtatiun, 


Yii Chih-k‘ai, the ceting Governor at Can- 
ton, who recently obtained permission to 
ratire from the public service'on the ground 
of old age, reports that he has hunded over 
the acals of office to the Viceroy Li Han- 
chang. Although his advanecd ageprecludce 
the possibility uf future active service, ke 
dus not intend to spend the remainder of 
his life in euse and idleness, but hopes to 
improve the murala of bis native place by 
inculeating lessens of virtue and filial 
aff ction. Li Han-chang. in assuming the 
office of necting Gavernor, dwolls upon the 
increased responsibility which lias devolved 
upon him, and expresses a fear that even 
his long experience of high adminiatrative 
posta, extending over nearly a quarter of o 
century, may not qualify him, for tho 
eflicient discharge of the duties ‘attaching 
to the dual‘ position. Hongkong officials 
are not so.modest,

whenever the Emperor of China goes abroad, 
Not only is all trafic suspended, but. sun- 
rhudes created by shop-keepers before their 
premises for the comfort of foot-pnssongers, 
sign-beards, xd all such thinga aro ro- 
moved from the thoroughfares slong which 
His Majesty is to pass, which causes the 
owners u great deal of xpnoyance and ex- 
pense. During tho recent illness of the 
Seventh Prine, however, the exalted 
sufKrer, with a rare (houghtfolneas for the 
people, begged hia Tuperial son when visit- 
ivg him, to dispense with the removal of 
thu sunshodes and siga-boards, Tho 
Emperor complied with Prince Chun’s re- 
quest, and only caused the doors and 
windows of the shops and houses to be 
closed, while ho was passing through the 
streets up bis way to his sick father. Princa 
Chan is better. —Signghai Mercury, 
Korea acain,—Some time ogo the’ Huchi 
Shimbun aud sone other vernacular papers 
published a statement that the Korean 


political refugees Kin-o Kiun and Boku-yei

therefore, if the Government sees cloatly 
what it ia duing, and adopts the proper
